Scarlet  Fever  and  a marked  increase  in  the  cases  of 
Measles  and  V/hooping  Cough,  The  Measles  generally  was 
of  a mild  typo  and  in  the  435  cases  notified  only  3 deaths 
occurred. 

'_l'ho  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  remained  practically 
unchanged  from  the  previous ’year,  49  as  against  52,  so 
that  the  Diphtheria  ^Immunisation  Campaign  started  early  in 
the  year’lhad  nonsignificant  influence  on  the  incidence  of 
Diphtheria  during  1941,  hut  since  no  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease  in  1941  as  against  7 deaths  in  1940,  one  may 
express  the  hope  that  this  is  an  indication  of  the 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  a well  immunised  area. 

In  1941  a nation  wide  campaign  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  Diphtheria  was  inaugurated  by  the 


l^Iinistry  of  Health*  V/ith  the  co-operation  of  the 
local  practitioners  and  hy  the  usual  methods  of  i 
publicity  an  active  campaign  was  launched  at  the 
heginaing  of  the  year  in  this  area.

As  in  the  previous  j^ear  this  report  of  the  year's 
Vvork  carried  out  by  your  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  of 
necessitj/"  brief  and  of  an  interim  nature. 

Tabulated  form  has  been  used  as  far  as  possible 
for  recording  the  various  inspections,  and  visits  made  and  the 
results  obtained.  The  numbers  quoted  heed  ho  special  comment 
as  they  are  s-cmewhat  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year 
and  indicate  good  general  supervision* 

The  supply  of  building  materials  continued  to  be 
restricted,  more  bricks,  cement  etc.,  were  avilable  but  wood, 
paint  etc. , were  difficult  to  obtain.  These  supplies 
seriously  affect  housing  repairs  but  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  repairs  for  which  notices  w-ere-  served  -compared, 
with  those  for  the  previous  year* 

Much  extra  work  continued  to  be  imposed  on  the 
staff  and  although  delays  in  action  were  often  unavoidable 
nothing  of  an  emergency  nature  was  neglected*  Many  extra 
hours  of  labour  were  devoted  to  the  work  to  keep  all  records 
as  up  to  date  as  possible* 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  staff  for 
some  considerable  time  and  in  view  of  the  extra  duties (other 
than  sanitary)  which  arc  now  being  carried  out  it  is  hoped  that 
our  efforts  to  maintain'  a good  standard  of  sanitary  administra- 
tion will  be  appreciated,

There  was  no  outstanding  change  of  policy  during  the 
year,  the  erection  of  air  raid  shelters  in  the  back  streets 
continued  to  make  refuse  collection  more  difficult  especially 
where  bunks  had  been  installed.  There  was  no  great  difficulty 
in  securing  sufficient  male  labour  to  carry  out  the  work.

vehicles;,  'these  proved  'very  useful  during  the  heavy  -falls  late 

in  the  "'■ear  when,  on  occa&ion,  they  were  in.  use  all  night  to 

keep  the  main  roads  clear.  Their  work  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  collection,'  ‘sorting  and  sale  of  salvage 
commenced  in  April  940  was  continued  very  successfully 
throLi'ghout  the  year.  ••  The  " salvage  bonus  granted  to  the  workmen 
encouraged  and  made  them  keen  to  collect  as  much  as  possible, 
the  result  being  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  sales  and  also 
in  wages; ‘ 

As  half  yearly  reports  on  this  work  are  submitted  for 
your  approval  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  pursue  the 
matter  further  in  this  report  except  to  state  brief ly: that 
whilst  the  first  year  of  salvage  collection  (1st  April  1940  to 
31st  March,  194'1)  showed  gross  sales  of  materials  amounting  to 
£1,372,  with  a, net  profit; of  £854?  the  second  year ’ s figures

with  a nett  profit  of  £828,  excluding  £90  written  off  to 
cancel  capital  account  on  buildings  and  plant.

All  the  meat  supplies  in  this  Area  are  how  received 
from  the  adjoining  County  Borough  and  allocated  to  the  butcher 


from  a distributing  depot.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  the 
depot  at  the  times  when  the  meat  is  being  received  or  allocated 
The  fresh  killed  meat  is  inspected  in  the> Borough* s Public 
Slaughterhouse  at  the  time  of  slaughter  whilst  the  frozen  meat 
is  inspected  et  the  wholesale  establishments..  Under  these 
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circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  quantity  found  to  he 
unfit  for  food  is  very  small.  Complaints  have'.iheen  made 
regarding  both- the  inspection  and  quality  of' meat  received 
with  good  effect*

All  the  samples  were  passed  through  cotton  wool  filter  pads  to 
ascertain  the  dirt  content  and  where  necessary  the  attention  of 
the  vendors  and  producers  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  keeping 
the  milk  clean. 
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
